The annual Spring Show of the Royal 
Horticultural and Arboricultural Society of 
Ireland was opened yesterday in the Iveagh 
covered court, Earlsfort terrace, Dublin, 
where it will be continued to-day. There 
were 297 entries, as compared with 260 last 
year, and the quality of the exhibits was 
surprisingly good, in view of the cold season, 
which was very unsuitable for developing the 
blooms. 

A space of 168 square feet is occupied by 
a group of beautiful flowering shrubs and 
trees from Messrs. Watson's nurseries, 
Killiney. For this the Society’s gold medal 
was awarded. Everything on this stand is 
hardy and suited to the outdoor garden, but 
many of the varieties have been brought inte 
flower under glass for this show. The 
Japanese cherries form a delightful group, 
the double pinx Oriental weeping cherry is 
charming, aud the Zoshino cherry, of which 
many thousands are planted in the streets of 
Tokio, is attractive.

portance of the work being done by the 

Institute of Irish Folk-lore. This, aided 

by a Government grant, is endeavouring to 

collect and preserve the folk tales of Ireland 

which are still current in the mouths of the 
people. 

No couutry in the world hasa richer store 
of folk literature, but owing to the chang- 
ing conditions in rural districts, the old 
customs are fast dying out, and, unless some- 
thing is done within the next ten years, a 
great deal of valuable folk-lore will be 
defimtely lose. 

The current issue of JBealoideas, the 
official journal of the Institute, which will 
be read with the greatest interest by students 
of folk-lore, not only in Ireland, but in all 
parts of the world, shows the result of the 
work receutly carried out by members of 
the Institute. It contains a number of in- 
teresting stories taken down from the old 
people in various parts of the country, as 
well as reviews of the works of Irish and 
foreign authors relating to the subject. The 
majority of the stories are told in Irish, 
but for those who do hot possess a know. 
ledge of the language there are several in 
English. The policy adopted by the editor 
apparently is that the folk tales should be 
told in English when that is the language 
of the original] story-teller, and rice versa. 

In recent years there has been a great 
revival of interest in folk-lore in all lands, 
and the Institute of Irish Folk-Lore was 
founded in order that Ireland might play its 
part in the work of collection. It is the only 
society in Ireland devoted to the collection 
and preservation of folk literature, and 
has a membership of over one thousand, in- 
cluding representatives of Irish and foreign 
universities, public libraries and folk-lore 
societies. Members of the Institute are at 
present engaged in collecting and editing folk 
tales still extant in various parts of the 
country, and, as will be seen from the pages 
of Bealoideas, they have already made a sub- 
stantial contribution to our knowledge of the 
subject. 

Unfortunately, an enormous amount of 
spade-work remains to be done, but it is 
hoped that, with awakening of public 
interest in the matter, the society will be 
accorded sufficient support to enable it to 
engi the remainder of existing Irish folk- 
ore.

If 
bhere had been any conduct of that kind it 
would be relevant to the admissability of the 
strtement, Mr. O'Shea had already de- 
clined to prove it. 

Mr. O'Shea said that he had made no 
general charge, but he had made a specific 
charge which he was prepared to prove at a 
later stage. ' 

The Justice admitted the statement. and 
witness said that O'Shea had remarked: 
“We all have to die. I don’t care what 
happens to me now. You will have to die as 
well as I.” 

Mr. Barry announced that this closed the 
case for the State, and asked that the 
prisoner be returned for trial. 

Mr, O'Shea, in asking that informations be 
refused, said that the State counsel had not 
discharged the onus on them, He offered 
sympathy to the relatives of the dead girl. 

The Justice, having referred to what he 
called the unusual characteristics of the case, 
said that he was forced to the conclusion 
that a prima facie case had been made out. 
and he returned the accused man for trial to 
the next Central Criminal Court in Dublin. 

When the decision was formally read out, 
O'Shea, on being asked if he had anything to 
sav, declared: “I am not guilty.” 

He was then removed in custody.

Juries in ltaly. 


By a decree, promulgated on March 23rd, 
popular juries have been expunged from 
Italian courts.

Madeira. 


While a Portuguese armament is ready 
the revolutionary 
island of Madeira, we may summarise 
the progress of the revolt. It is fairly 
certain that the trouble takes its origin 
from an action of the Portuguese Govern- 
ment early in February. In that month 
a decree was promulgated affecting the 
price of wheat and fidur, which resulted 
in a general strike throughout the island. 
Almost immediately the Government took 
measures. It ordered a detachment of 
Chasseurs and a machine-gun battery to 
the island, and despatched the new Civil 
Governor, together with the High Com- 
missioner of Madeira, from Lisbon, armed 
with ful! powers to effect a settlement of 
the trouble.

CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE 
DISCUSSION, 
From RFEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW DELHI, Wednesday. 

The question of the Indian exchange 
was discussed to‘day at a meeting of the 
Federation of Indian Chambers of 
Commerce, which was attended by Sir 
George Schuster,| the Finance Member of 
the Government of India. The meeting 
passed a resolution demanding the cessa- 
tion of any further Government, efforts to 
maintain the value of the rupee at one 
shilling and sixpence, 

Sir George Schuster defended the ex- 
change and currency policy of the Govern- 
ment, and expressed amazement at the 
change in Indian commercia] opinion, 
which now urged that the Government 
should allow the exchange to drift, 
whereas in giving evidence before the 
Currency Commission the Federation had 
emphasised the need for stability. He 
warned his hearers that nothing but chaos, 
like that in China, would ensue from any 
attempt to juggle with the exchange. He 
appealed to Indian commercial! leaders to 
do nothing to create doubts and lack ‘of 
confidence during the period of transition 
until the new Government was established. 

In conclusion Sir George said: ‘‘ Do not 
ask us to wreck the future of India by 
asking us to do something we know to be 
wrong.

MPIRE-WIDE ratification will be 
given to the new status of the 
Dominions, consequent on the decisions of 
the 1926 Imperial Conference, if, as a 
result of an official meeting here, the 
Canadian Provincial Governments decide 
to approve the work of the Conference. 
The meeting is between representatives 
of the Federal and the Provincial Govern- 
ments, and its primary purpose is to 
discuss the question of the provinces’ 
consent to the imperial legislation em- 
bodied in the Statute of Westminster. the 
document embodying the decisions of the

corollary, the 1929 Conference, on the 
operation of Dominion jegislation. 

At last year’s Imperial Conference the 
Prime Minister (Mr. Bennett) stated that 
the final consent of Canada to the enact- 
ments to the Westminster Statute must 
await the consent of the Provincial 
Governments of Canada, since they in- 
volved, although to a somewhat minor 
degree; changes in the British North 
America Act, and any changes in the Act 
were dependent on the unanimous consent 
of the Provincial Governments. 

In a brfef introductory statement at the 
opening of the present Conference Mr. 
Bennett, replying to the suggestion of one 
of the provincial Premiers that a definite 
and readier method of amending the 
Canadian Constitution might be elaborated 
with the aid of the Federal Government, 
said he believed a conference to discuss 
this question should be held within the 
next two or three years. For the present, 
however, it was not proposed to vary the 
existing procedure for amending the Con- 
stitution, which consisted, in the first 
place, of securing the consent of all the 
Canadian provinces, and then of sending 
a petition from the Federal] Governinent 
to Westminster requesting ratification of 
such changes. 

Mr. Bennett said he did not anticipate 
any serious objection to the proposed 
Westminster Statute, and on the consent 
of Canada the new status of the 
Dominions, with complete self-governing 
powers, would be given Empire-wide rati- 
fication. 

After the formal opening of the con- 
ference yesterday the members, including 
the six provincial Premiers and members 
of the various provincia] Caktinets, ad- 
journed to take part in the official 
welcome to the new Governor-General, 


the Earl of Bessborough. 
RESOLUTION PASSED. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Wednesday, 

After a two-day conference between 
Federal and Provincial Government repre- 
sentatives, agreement has been virtually 
reached ratifving the recommendations of 
the last two Imperial Conferences, as em- 
bodied in the Statute of Westminster 
clarifying the new constitutional status of 
the dominion. 

A resolution was passed asking for the 
insertion in the Statute of a special section 
applicable to Canada, ensuring that no 
powers therein conferred would apply to 
any change of the British North America 
Act. It was agreed that the status qu» 
should be maintained in respect of repeal- 
ing, altering or amending the British 
North America Act. . 

The Prime Minister, Mr. Bennett, 
announced that at a future date a confer- 
ence would be called for consideration of 
the conditions under which the British 
North America Act may be amended. 

The proposed Canadian section of the 
Statute of Westminster, applying only to 
Canada, will probably not interfere with 
imperial ratification, which, under the 
resolution passed at the last Imperial Con- 
ference, fixed August 1 as the date for the 
approval of the Statute by the Dominions.

GREAT THINGS EXPECTED.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

It is officially announced that the new 
so-called ‘‘ Pocket Battleship A ”' will be 
launched at Kiel on the 19th prox. 
Great things are claimed by Germans for 
this vessel. It is said that much dead- 
weight is saved by the welding instead 
of rivetting of plates, and by the extensive 
use of light metal for internal fittings. 

Much store is also set by her internal 
combustion engines. Developing fifty 
thousand h.p. their total weight amounts 
to just over sixteen pounds per h.p., as 
compared with the 110 pounds per h,p. in 
the old Diesel engine. Her speed is to be 
26 knots. 

To comply with the Versailles Treaty 
she is only 10,000 tons, and an attempt 
is being made by the Germans to embody 
the fighting strength of a 20,000-tonner 
within the dimensions of the 
vessel,

LATE NEWS. 


FLAME LIGHTS UP WHOLE 


From Our REPORTER. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

O NE of the most violent explosions 

which has occurred in Northern 
Ireland for many years took place to-night 
on the premises of the Irish Food Products 
Company at Newforge, near Belfast, about 
nine o'clock. The explosion was followed 
by a great tongue of flame, which lit up 
the entire city. 

The building is a two-storeyed brick one, 
and the explosion was of such violence that 
it shattered the windows and doors and 
raised the roof high into the air. It was 
heard more than three miles away, and 
windows of houses a quarter of a mile away 
were shattered and doors thrown open. The 
eee were used for making foodstuffs 
rom fats, and in addition to these com- 
bustible materials there were two benzine 
tanks, one containing two thousand and 
the other five thousand gallons. | 

The night shift, consisting of nine men, 
were at work on the premises at the time, 
and the foreman mechanic, William 
Lorimer, of Rainey street, Belfast, noticed 
a leak from the smaller of these tanks. He 
went to turn off the supply, and it is 
supposed that the benzine then came into 
contact with a light which had fused. 

When the leak was discovered the men 
tried to make good their escape, with the 
exception of Mr. Lorimer, whose brave 
a to stop the leakage cost him his 

ife. 


KILLED INSTANTLY. 


Lorimer was killed instantly, and when 
his body was brought out by firemen it was 
found to be in a terribly charred condition 
and stripped of all clothing. Other men in 
the room at the time were violently flung 
about, some of them being carried a 
distance of twenty yards, but they all had 
marvellous escapes, none suffering more 
than a few bruises and shock. 

Every available fire engine in Belfast 
was rushed to the scene, and the men did 
fine work in subduing the flames. The 
building where the explosion occurred was 
that in which the extracting plant was 
housed, and it was completely wrecked, 
while damage was done to some of the otit- 
houses. The main premises, however, 
were saved, and the ban benzine tank 
did not explode. 

Lorimer was twenty-three years of age 
and leaves a widow and two young 
children.

A satisfactory measure of control can be 
effected by the use of a spray of Bordeapx 
mixture (copper sulphate and lime), made up 
in the following proportions :—3lb. copper sul- 
phate, 9ib. freshly-burnt lime, and 40 gallons 
of water. The excess lime is important to 
prevent scorching of foliage; the lime must 
also be freshly burned, and hand-picked.

In a certain sense spraying is more impor- 
fant than pruning.

The Free State Department of Agriculture 
desire to call the attention of farmers and 
others engaged in the rearimg and fattening 
of live stock to the risk of serious injury 
likely to be occasioned to the industry by 
their neglect to take ordinary precautions 
against the occurrence of ringworm on cattle. 
Outbreaks of this disease commonly occur at 
this time of the year through the practice 
too often. followed of allowing healthy 
animals to mix with cattle which have be- 
come affected with the disease, or to have 
access to sheds or houses in which affected 
cattle were kept. Such houses should, of 
course, be first thoroughly cleansed and dis- 
infected.

T is not su 
plain of the delay in the issue of the long- 
expected de-rating report, cn which some 

of them build what, we fear, must prove to 
be disproportionate hopes; but neither is its 
long-deferred advent in itself a matter for sur- 
prise. Indeed, it will be a remarkable, if not 
an astonishing, result if the various members 
of the Commission think alike end declare 
with a united voice for or against de-rating. 
The subject submitted for their consideration 
is no mere question of simple «xpediency, or 
even of abstract justice. It goes down to the 
foundations of the progress and prosperity of 
the State. It demands not only aca 1 judg- 
ment, but skilled statecraft. 


Have Irish Farmers a Common 
Problem? 


It is almost a commonplace to say that if 
agriculture flourishes the Lrish Free State will 
flourish, and if farming should seriously decay 
the bases of the State would be undermined. In 
saying this, even farmers themselves leave out 
of their ms the fact that farming is not 
an industry in the same sense as brewing or 
milling. Agricultural Ireland is not one 
economic unit and industrial Ireland another, 
and we do not envy any group of inguirers 
whose duty it is to examine .a pro: 
blem no single solution of which will 
seem saiisfactor to all the in- 
terests of which each regards . itself 
as truly typical of Irish farming. If “one 
law for the lion and the ox is oppression,” 
ib Is equally true that any one system of 
farm relief—the objective the Commission 
has had before it—will prove in practice in- 
equitable unless balanced up by additions 
here and subtractions there, so that the 
dairy farmer of Limerick, the sheep breeder 
of Galway, the men who raise stores and 
those who specialise in fat cattle, the many 
thirty acre “' average ” tillers, and the 200 
acre farmers shall all have equal justice. 
Indee., it is safe to prophesy that many 
farmers will be disappointed if de-rating is 
not set on foot, while a decision in favour 
of any specific system of de-rating wil] be 
open to equal criticism because of the in- 
herent difficulties of the problem.

Would the Farmers’ Position 


Improve ? 

Protection and the Shannon scheme aim at 
making industrial Ireland wealthier. Indeed, 
a part of the farirers’ claims may not unfairly 
be said to consist in this very fact. But tf 
the money needed for de-rating in the propor- 
tions assumed above could be abstracted from 
our non-agricultural industries and given to 
agriculture, would the position of the farmer 
then be raised to such a point as would hring 
him prosperity? We have only to remember 
that the present remuneration to each: worker 
employed in agriculture (mainly, it must be 
emphasised, the actual tiller of the thirty or 
forty-acre holding) works out at about £88, 
and, to add £12 or £13 (assumed on a basis 
of ós, in the £), to realise that if the present 
fall in prices continues for two or three more 
vears (as economists predict), our farmers 
would be little or no better off than they are 
now at the end of that time, At the best 
a remuneration of even £100 a year is still 
too low. It is appreciably lower than the 
average industrial wage. e problem is to 
raise it to at least that level, but to do so 
without depressing industry. If the Com- 
mission succeed unanimously in finding a 
satisfactory plan for doing so, the result will 
be as pleasing as it is improbable! 


Necessity for Amelioration. 

But, of course, some amelioration of the 
farmer’s condition must be discovered or in- 
vented. It may be true that agricultural 
tonditions are worse elsewhere. he Times 
stated a few days ago that wheat failure in 
parts of India was driving peasants to sell 
their daughters in order to pay money- 
lenders and tax collectors. In Canada we 
read that hundreds of farmers will not gather 
the 1931 wheat crop unless prices improve. 
Farmers in the United States have been im- 
pelled by. hunger to raid near by shops. If 
the plight of Irish farmers is less desperate 
than this, it is still serious enough to make 
their future the first. claim on the time, 
thought and, if necessary, the resources of 
the State, 

The De-rating Commission must recognise 
this, and, though we cannot imagine identical 
solutions from each of them for a condition 
which has several different causes, we hope 
they will be able to make some recommenda- 
tions in common. If money were to be avail- 
able rather for agriculture than for individual 
farmers, there are many directions in which 
it could be well spent. More education is 
needed both in the technique, the organisa- 
tion and the economics of farming. A more 
distinctive rural bias should be felt in the 
country school, and, beyond all these, both 
a general survey and distinctive inquiries into 
the agricultural possibilities of our soils, 
climate, local aptitudes, and the concrete 
possibilities of our principal types of farming 


are overdue.

SEX-LINKAGE—AN EC 


ONOMIC PROPOSITION. 


N the question of sex-linkage there has 
been much heated ,controversy, wiany | 
of its opponents mdintaining that it's 

their second year are not as good layers as 
pure-breds of the same age, and so on. Dhis- 
missing these theories as unsound, we would 
warn the unwary that the value of sex-linked 
fowl depends upon the pédigree and records 
of the parents. And, for the information of 
those whose ideas on the subject are rather 
““hasy,” sex-linkage means the crossing of 
two pure breeds of poultry, in which distine- 
tion between the ‘sexes of the offspring is 
marked at birth. Only matings of certain 
pure breeds give these distinctive markings, 
which usually take the form of a difference in 
colour between cockerels and pullets. 


The Advantages of Sex-Linkage. 


In cases where the area of land at the 
poultry-keeper’s disposal limits or renders un- 
economic the keeping of breeding pens and 
mating “and rearing of stock, the purchase of 
sex-linked pullets is a distinct advantage. 

It is also an economic proposition for the 
intensive poultry farmer who wants to keep 
a few hundred birds on a small area 


Care Necessary. | 
A careful choice of sex-linked crosses will, 
however, be necessary in such cases in order 
to secure the most suitable breeds for egg- 
production. \ Intending purchasers should 
realise that there is a great deal of indis- 
criminate crossing to get sex-linkage; some 
of these crosses are of scientific rather than 
of economic interest. But, on the other hand, 
there are several crosses Which can be con- 
fidently recommended, provided a guarantee 
is always obtained from the breeder that the 
parent. birds are from trap-nested stock with 
good records. The progeny of reliable, 
highly-fecund stock should give as good 
results as pure breeds, and should be equal 
to the pure breeds as layers in. their second 
year. 
" To name a few, which can be relied on to 
give good results in egg-production, the 
Brown Leghorn x Light Sussex. the Rhode 
Island Red, x White Wyandotte, and the 
Rhode Island Red x Light Sussex seem to be 
the most practical and popular. The latter 
cross is of great economic value, since the 
pullets are remarkably good: layers, and the 
cockerels make fine table birds, maturing 
earlier than the pure Sussex. 


How to Select Pullets. 2 
It is a matter of individual choice, 
pending mainly on circumstances, whether the 


de- 


of rearing, perhaps the former would be the 
best investment. 

“ Day olds’’ quickly settle down to thrive 
and grow, while often, tisvelling and new 
surroundings, be they ever so comfortable, 
wili check the progress of older birds. II 
might be well to note here that the cost “sf 
sex-linked pullets is considerably less than 
that of pure breeds. 


Cockerels. 

While cognisant of the fact that the great 
advantage of sex-linkuge for the small 
poultry-keeper lies in the copvenience of being 
able io purchase pullets only, instead oj 
taking ‘‘ pot luck’’ with « mixture of chicks, 
which might turn out more than 50 per cent 
cockerels, it is also of practical use to the 
fatiener. For imstance, sex-linked cockerels 
are usually sold at tess than half the price 
of their sisters; the reason is, of course, that 
the cockerels are not, as a rule, economic - 
many breeders kill them off instead of rear 
ing. But, as in the case of the R.I.R. and 
Light Sussex cross, the cockerels of some of 
these séx-linked crosses are very good for 
table purposes. Here, again, is the advantage 
for the producer of le chicks; if one woul: 
build up a successiul “fat chicken ” bust- 
ness, a constant supply nust be kept up to 
meet the demands of custcmers in all seasons 
When hatching and breeding is not practica!, 
then the purchase of the sex-linked cockereis 
may be an economically safe proposition. 


Fattening. 

Having brought the tirds by the usual 
methods of rearing and feeding to the age 
of abovt eight weeks, they may then be 
fa‘toned for three or fonr weeks. 

The professional table-poultry producer 
will have a definite policy, probably one of 
mtensive fattening in confined conditions from 
the start; but for the farmer or novice who 
caries it on as a side line this might present 
difficulties. For such persons the birds should 
be quite satisfactory if confined to a house 
for about a fortnight before marketing, and 
fed on a diet of Sussex ground oats, wet with 
milk or water to a fairly etiff paste. For the 
frst three or four days this mixture is given 
three times daily in rather limited amounts, 
then after about a week as much as they will 
eat is given in two meals, morning and even- 
ing, nothing being left in the troughs mean- 
while. No drink is necessary, since the food 
is in a moist condition. 

Intending purchasers of sex-linked chickens

FEEDING AND HOUSING 
CALVES.

METHODS RECOMMENDED. 
Y ie calves are most injuriously 


afíected by fong fasts followed by heavy 
meals; until they are a few weeks’ old 
they should have three meals daily, each feed 
consisting of from one to two quarts of new 
milk, with a little warm water added. . The 
exact amount will vary according to the age, 
strength and appetite of the calf, so that a 
hard and fast rule cannot be Jaid down. It 
Is wise, however, to give too little at a time 
rather than too much, especially to strong, 
greedy an.mals, which will gorge themselves 
with disastrous consequences, if allowed. 
The milk-should be fed as far as possible 
at the temperature at which it is drawn from 
the cow (about 100 degrees F,). When it 
cannot be given after milking, and has to be 
warmed up again, .it should not. be made hot. 
for this renders it indigestible. Separated 
can he sul stituted for the whole milk by 
gradual stages, adding first a very little and 
then more and more each day, until all the 
whole inilk has been replaced, In this way 
the transition s‘ave will not affect the health 
er the palate of the calf. 


When to Stop Whole Milk. 


The chief deciding factors as to the age at 
which this substitution of separated for whole 
milk should take place will be the health 
and strength of the calf and the price 
received for the new milk. jt ww false 
economy to check the growth of a calf for 
the sake of the price of a few gallons of 
milk, but, of course, where the price obtained 
is high the period of whole-mulk feeding will 
not be as long as where it 1s cheap. As a 
general rule, however, the soundest policy in 
the end 1s to allow the calves to feed on the 
new milk until they are three weeks old, 
and, m the case of small or delicate calves, 
for a longer time. 

It has been proved by experiments carried 
out by the Department of Agriculture that 
the best results can be obtained by a 
standard calf meal, consisting of 1 part 
ground flaxseed, 2 parts maize meal, 4 parts 
oatmeal; a cheaper and equally good mixture 
is obtained by substituting ground wheat for 
the oatmeal, and in later experiments maize 


mixture. 


Feeding Dry Grains. 


Another successful method of feeding, and 
one which Is very simple and economical, 1s 
that of feeding the separated milk alone and

be supplemented by meals or grains.) 

By this means calves can be reared en- 
tirely on home-grown food, and there is no 
troublesome scalding or steeping of meals. 
Even whole oats may be fed in this way, but 
care should. be exercised in its use; it is re- 
commended where facilities exist to be giveh 
in the crushed form. After about three 
weeks they may be put on two feeds per 
day of about three or four quarts of milk 
each time, and when about a month old it 
is advisable to give a little hay, as they then 
begin to chew the cud. Also a few sliced 
roots might be given with the meals, which 
latter rations should begin at about alh. 
each per day, and increase gradualiy until 
they get from 14 to 2lb. when weaned. The 
aim of the feeder shou!d be to bring on the 


meal alone gave as good results as ‘either 


calves as rapidly as possible by keeping them 
in a thriving conditicn from the very begin- 
ning; if once they get a check they will lose 
a lot of ground, and will take a long time to 
make up for loss of flesh. 


Housing. 


Elaborate houses are not necessary, but 
they should be at least well lighted and ven- 
tilated and afford favilities for disinfection, 
conditions which are tacking in a great many 
existing houses, :esulting in a high mortality 
amongst calves. It is important that the 
floor be suitab!e: earth or paved floors are 
difficult to keen clean and to disinfect. Con- 
crete is the most sanitary, and the objection 
to it on account of coldness can be overcome 
by using a good supply of litter. 


Providing Air and Light. 


Expense incurred in improving lighting 
and ventilation in existing buildings will be 
well repaid in the better health of the calves. 
Where at all convenient it is advisable to 
have young calves in separate pens or cribs. 
This makes feeding easier. and prevents them 
being molested by the older animals. Thev 
can quite easily be ‘‘ railed cff' Ly boards 
or barriers in the corners of the house. The 
whole house should be kept perfectly clean, 
and should be frequently swept out, and the 
litter should be changed each day so that it 
will always be fresh and dry. Roots or 
{,  'g should never be thrown on the floor 
or on the bedding, but should be placed in 
clean. troughs for the purpose, and the hav 
should be placed in racks or baskets where 
the calves cannot lie on iti 
- All buckets and vessels used in feeding 
should he scoured and sealded after each 
meal and left to air. Calves should have 
plenty of exercise and good ghelter, tut 
should in no circunistance be ‘‘ coddjed.” 

It is advisable before purchasing expensive 
calf meals to consult the agricultural * istruc.

Before anv premises are registered in the 
register of preservers under this Act, the 
premises, fittings, equipment and appliances 
must be in a state of cleanliness and good 
repair. Secondly, the premises must pro- 
vide adequate accommodation for the storage 
of eggs and packages of eggs, in such a man- 
ner as they will he accessible for inspection. 
The business of preserving eggs ‘for trade 
or gain ” is prohibited in unregistered pre- 
mises; all eggs bought or consigned to re- 
gistered preservers must be marked according 
to the general regulations for marking of pre- 
served eggs. Neither is it lawful for those 
engaged in the business to sell any eggs 
which do not ‘bear visibly’ the marks pre- 
scribed for preserved eggs. 
Persons found guilty of obliterating or al- 
tering the prescribed marks for preserved 
eggs are liable to a first fine of £10, and 
for subsequent offences £20. 
A register of all eggs received and dis 
patched must be kept on the premises of re 
gistered preservers; this register, with all 
mMvoices, receipts and other documents, may 
be inspected at any time by the Inspectors 
appointed under the Act. 
fithin twelve months from the operation 
of the Act, that is, before April, 1932, ap- 
plicants for registration of premises in the 
register of exporters must satisfy the Minis- 
ter that he, or at least one of his or her 
employés, is skilled in the business of grad- 
ing, testing and packing eggs according to 
the regulations of the Act.
